Nearly 1,000 pilgrims left Ottawa, 
Canada, on tae 30th, for St. Anne De Beau- 
pre. They were accompanied by a Catho- 
lic Bishop of Ottawa and a number of 
clergymen. It is alleged that miracle 
cures have been effected on previous ex- 
cursions. Scores of lame and blind are 
with the party. 

James Carey, the Irish informer, is re- 
ported to have been assassinated on the 
30th on ship board, oh the South African 
coast, by a man named O’Donnell, w r ho 
three years ago attempted to blow up the 
Mansion House in London, and escaped to 
New York. The English Government 
selected Africa as the safest place for 
Carey. It is thought that he did not him- 
self know his precise destination. 

Charles S. Schmidlapp and family, of 
Cincinnati, O., were in the tow n of Cassa- 
micciola, near Naples, at the time of the 
earthquake a few days ago. They all es- 
caped uninjured. It is estimated that the 
number who perished on the island will 
reach three thousand. Subscriptions have 
been opened throughout Italy for the relief 
of the distressed. By a singular coinci- 
dence, the play at the theater that night 
was a burlesque which opened with a scene 
representing an earthquake. 

Funds are being collected in Ireland to 
be used in defending O’Donnell, the assas- 
sin of James Carey, the informer. O’Don- 
nell is closely guarded to prevent an at- 
tempt to rescue him. He took passage on 
the Melrose for Cape Town, but learning 
that Carey was a fellow-passenger, he con- 
tinued his journey till opportunity offered 
to shoot him in the presence of his family. 

A woman named Paguet and two child- 
ren were drowned on the 31st, while cross- 
ing tbe Lower St. Lawrence River during 
a storm. 

The unrecoverefl bodies at Cassamicciola, 
the scene of the earthquake, will be left 
where they are and liquid lime poured 
over the ruins beneath which they are 
buried to preveat the horrible exhalations. 

Three miraculous cures are reported to 
have occurred on the pilgrimage of Ottawa 
people to the shrine of St. Anne DeBeaupre. 
One case was that of a girl named Lavonia 
Dorion, who lost the entire use of one of 
her legs several years ago by an accident. 
The other cures are those of two children, 
six years old, who had never been able to 
walk. Father Labelle, who is the leader of 
the pilgrimage, vouches for these.

LATER NEWS. 

Intense heat is reported at C-uro. Bix 
out of every ten of the British troops who 
are stricken with cholera die. The total 
number of deaths in Egypt is now said to 
be sixteen thousand. The authorities in 
London have become roused to the point of 
directing that cargoes of rags from Egypt- 
ian ports must be thoroughly disinfected. 

The telegraph operators of the Toledo 
and W abash and the Delaware, Lackawanna 
and Western Railroads contemplate pre. 
senting a bill of grievances similar to that 
of the operators already out. Tho compa* 
nies will be given twenty-four hours for 
answer. It is believed that if the operators 
on these roads strike, the locomotive engi. 
neers and many of the train men will also 
stop work. 

The first bale of hops <3f the season ar- 
rived at New York on the 3d, being four 
days earlier than the first day last year, and 
was sold to a prominent brewing firm for 
fifty cents a pound. It was grown in Onei- 
da County, N. Y.

Phelan, of that 
place, who left for Dublin two months ago. 

D. L. James, a Star-route contractor,who 
has routes in the South worth $200,000 a 
year, has been arrested for forging the 
names of his bondsmen. 

Private letters from Vera Cruz indi- 
cate that the yellow fever dispatches have 
not been exaggerated. But few of the 
stricken recover. The officers and crews 
of several vessels lying in port have all 
died. 

The Coroner of Philadelphia has refused 
to commit to prison the eight-year-old 
boy, Edward Trodden, who is charged 
with murder, on account of his tender 
years.

DEATH BY EARTHQUAKE. 

A Number of Town* in Sonny Italy. De- 
molished by an Earthquake — Three Thou- 
sand Person* Reported Killed— The In- 
jured Almost Beyond Calculation. 

Naples, Italy. July 80. 
Three thousand inhabitants of the island 
of Iscbea were killed by an earthquake Sat- 
onlay night The productive part of the j 
island was ruined, and vineyards, farms, 
mines, baths and summer residences by 
the hundred were destroyed. About 9:30 
o’clock Saturday night soon after the ma- 
jority of the inhabitants of the town of Cas- 
amicciolo, Italy, a watering place of about • 
three thousand five hundred inhabitants, had . 
retired to rest, shocks of earthquake began to 
be felt Many of the citizens of the upper 
classes were at the theater at the time. The 
first trembling of the buildings awoke those 
who were sleeping, and caused the theater- 
goers to be filled with alarm. In an instant 
a more violent shock came. The people in 
the theater rushed wildly out of doors. 

The fourth shock leveled most of the 
houses of the town. Many of the citizens 
were resting in their beds. These were 
buried under the toppling walls. 

The Hotel Piccola Sentinella sank into 
the earth and burned with many of its in- 
mates. Some of the inhabitants escaped to 
the sea at the first shock and made their 
way to Naples with the news of the calam- 
ity. The ground opened in many places, 
while in other places there was no movement 
Water gushed out of the springs. Sev- 
eral boilers in the bathing-houses burst 
The theater, a wooden structure, was liter- 
ally tom open, allowing the audience to es- 
cape. 

A gentleman who was staying at the 
notel Piccola Sentinella, and who escaped 
with his life, relates that he only had time 
to secure some candles for use in the dark- 
ness and ruins before the collapse of the 
ouilding occurred. A person who lived 
near the now ruined bathing establishment 
says he escaped from the place amid falling 
walls and balconies, terrified people shout- 
ing: “to the sea!” 

The shock came with irresistible violence, 
and was accompanied by a deafening noise. 
The confusion in the theater was fearful. 
Lights were overthrown and set fire to the 
building, and a dense cloud of dust filled 
the air. Cries of pain and terror were 
heard on all sides. On hearing shouts of 
“to the sea,” a general rush was made 
toward the shore. Every boat a ud floating 
thing was taken by assault. 

Among the dead are: Prof. Palma; Bar- 
oness Diriseis; Commander Zapputi; Sig- 
nora Cecere and children. It is probable 
that the Marchioness Pacca Laurati is also 
among the dead. 

The whole island is hi a condition of in- 
tense terror, suffering and helplessness. Al- 
though all the steam vessels within reach 
have been endeavoring to aid the people, 
and have removed many thousands of the 
inj ured to the main land, the thousands of 
injured can not be estimated. 

The destruction was most complete at 
Casamicciola, the famous pleasure resort, 
with its hot springs and baths, the Saratoga 
of Italy. Of its populace of 4,000, and its 
summer visitors to an equal number, few 
escaped death or injury, and the loss deeply 
affects every portion of Italy, as the guests 
were drawn from the wealthy and aristo- 
cratic districts of the entire kingdom. 

Several members of the National Assem- 
bly and the Senate are missing and unac- 
counMl lor, while the earth opened and 
buried forever a number of Roman families 
who had visited the island on a pleasure ex- 
cursion. 

Many hundreds were killed at Ischia, the 
capital of the island and the seaport near- 
est to the mainland, among them being 
the Prefect, Florentineli. As soon as 
the news reached Rome and Naples, as- 
sistance of every available sort was for- 
warded. Among the first to leave for 
the scene were Admiral Acton, the Minister 
of Marine, and Signor Berti, the Minister of 
Trade, who were not content to issue their 
coinbiands from Rome. Details of several 
hundred soldiers and marines, whose servi- 
ces could be utilized as sappers, or in the 
temporary hospital, or kindred work, were 
also taken to the island. They improvised 
stretchers and carried hundreds of the 
wounded to the steam 1 rs which took them 
as well as numbers of the homeless to Na* 
pies.

News was received here early Saturday 
morning of a terrible disaster on the Rome, 
Watertown & Ogdensburg Railroad, near 
Carlton, Friday night As the Thousand 
Island train, which was running at high 
speed on the main line, neared Carlton, 
the engineer noticed a single car stand- 
ing on the track ahead of him. 
He at once put on the air-brakes and 
reversed the lever of his engine, but before 
the speed of the train could be slackened 
the engine dashed into the obstruction, and 
in an instant all was a scene of wreck and 
confusion, and the air was filled with the 
groans of the dying and injured. The engi- j 
neer, who heroically remained at his post, j 
was fatally injured when the crash came. ' 
The fireman, who stood by him till the last, 
was instantly killed. 

The car which caused the disaster wa* 
blown on the main line by the high wind 
which prevailed at the time of the accident 
The leading engine was thrown in the ditch 
and was not much damaged, but the second 
engine was thoroughly broken up. 

The party of tourists on board the ill 
fated train was a large and merry one, and 
Just before ttie accident were laughing and 
talking over tlfe enjoyment they expected 
to have in visiting the Thousand islands * 
Quebec, Montreal and other Northern points. 
The engine struck the freight carwitli a ter- 
rible crash, and in a moment cars and passen- 
gers were plunged into an indiscriminate 
heap, enveloped in darkness, and drenched 
with rain. Moans and piteous cries for help 
came from the wreck. Appeals for assist- 
ance were sent to Lewiston and Oswego, 
and a relief train was instantly forwarded 
Then began Hit dreadful work of extricat- 
ing from the ruins the mangled bodies of 
the dead and wounded. The work wa- 
necessarily slow. While carrying off tin 
dead the workmen’s ears were pierced witl 
the agonizing cries of those in whom lif. 
had not been entirely crushed out, and thei. 
hearts sickened as tiiey met the supplicat 
ing gaze of those too faint to utter their ap 
peals. 

In several cases of the wounded no hope 
of recovery is entertained. The bodies of ' 
many killed are crushed beyond recognition, 
and the work of identification Is necessarily 
slow. The Coroner’s Jury did not finish in- 
vestigating, and adjourned till next week. 
A in an who had lived but a few rods from 
the scene of the disaster had driven his son 
to Lyndonville, three miles away, to take the 
train. The father got home just in time to 
find him a corpse. The station agent at , 
Carlton asserts that he set the brakes on the 
freight car in the evening. It is not cer- ■ 
tainly known whether the car was blown 
along the side track upon which it stood to 
the junction with the main tracks, where it 
was when the train came and struck it, or 
whether it was run to that point by some 
malicious persons. 



THE COMMONWEALTH. 

Dr. J. B. Kidd, a dentist, of Lexington, 
abo rt thirty-five, while operating on 
tho teeth of a lady patient, Miss ftoaUan, a 
few days ago, fell dead from heart disease. 
He was quite a popular and enterprising 
young man and his death is greatly de- 
plored. 

J. H. Oden, Chief of Police, of Winches- 
ter, Clark County, who shot and killed W ill 
Hayden, has been arrested on a charge of 
murder, and is wow in the custody of the 
Sheriff, awaiting his examining trial. Con- 
siderable excitement prevails among the 
colored people. The sympathies of the best 
class of citizens are with the officer. Hay- 
den was a desperate character, and was 
noted for bis daring and strength. It is 
said that he is tbe same negro who resisted 
the Marshal at Winchester a year ago, and 
succeeded in making bis escape with the 
Marshal’s pistol banging to his coat sleeve, 
where it had caught when the officer at- 
tempted to fire. 

Among the things said at the reunion of 
the Morgan Raiders, at Lexington, was this 
from a speech by* General R. W. Gano: 
“We failed in our defense of principles, 
and our cause was called the lost cause, 
but though we suffered defeat, the great 
principle of States rights remains. We 
fought for our cause unaided, and while 
the cause went down, the principles we 
fought for still remain.” General Mor- 
gan’s grave was visited, and flojvers were 
placed upon the graves of the Confederate 
dead. 

In Livingston County, near Otisville, on 
the Chesapeake & Ohio road, nearly three 
weeks ago, two negroes named Cad Maxley 
and Elijah Mills deliberately murdered a 
negro lad whose name is unknown. The 
boy bad in some trifling way displeased the 
men, and they armed theinselves and went 
to his mother’s, and in her presence sho 
him fifteen or sixteen times. The murderers 
were arrested and jailed at Smithland in 
the Circuit Court of Livingston. They r 
were indicted, and on the 27th their trial 
was taken up. There was great indigna- 
tion in Livingston, particularly among the 
blacks, over the murder, and if Maxley 
and Mills are not legally hanged they are 
liable to be lynched.

for carriage curtains, carriage curtain win- 
dow. 

An Elizabethtown, Hardin County, dis 
patch of the 31st, says: “A negro named 
Ed. Payne was arrested at Glendale yester- 
day and brought to this place last night, 
charged with committing an outrage on a 
negro girl, who is said to be his step- 
daughter. He was examined at Glendale 
this evening, having been taken back 
there.” 

Rev. T. Dewitt Talmage, of Brooklyn, 
N. Y., accompanied by Governor Black- 
burn, visited Frankfort on the 30th. Dur- 
ing the forenoon he was driven over the 
city, and among other places which he 
visited was the Kentucky Penitentiary, 
where he delivered a short address to the 
convicts. In the afternoon he delivered a 
lecture at the Presbyterian Church, before 
a large audience. 

An aged German tailor named George 
Bauerbeck, residing at Louisville, was kill- 
ed a few days since by being accidentally 
precipitated from the roof of a shed, the 
back of his head striking the hook on the 
pump-spout. He sixty-four years of age, 
and has lived at Louisville thirty years. 

Judge T. L. Hargis, candidate for re- 
election to the Court of Appeals from the 
First Kentucky District, published 
a card, a few days ago, withdraw- 
ing from the contest. This action, 
be says, is due to the fact that an opportun- ! 
ity is afforded him to enter upon a lucra- 
tive law practice, and his dnty to his fam># 
ily will not permit him to neglect it. 

Weekly Review of the Louisville Tobacco 
Market. 

The receipts for the week were 910 hlids., 
against 1,240 last week, and 490 in the cor- 
responding week of last year. The scale of 
receipts has been relatively very light, and 
it begins to be a presumption that the per- 
centage of the crop delivered in the first 
half of the year was considerably larger 
than usual. There is of course a fair con- 
tingent of Burley still in the hands of 
country dealers, but the supply of all types 
to come forward from districts south and 
west of Louisville is undoubtedly small. 
Light incoming supplies of Burley have 
paired very well, with a comparatively 
slow demand, and prices have consequently 
ruled about even, with no general advan- 
tage either to buyers or sellers. Trade 
has been uneventful and featureless. Dark 
and heavy styles have been active and 
for the most part in sellers’ favor. There 
have been larger offerings of Clarksville 
leaf and lugs, which have sold gradually 
fuller to the close of the week. This was 
partly due no doubt to the accident of the 
offerings latterly being more desirable. 
The feature in this branch of the trade was 
the sale of the Hunt crop of Logan County 
at the Ninth-street warehouse, the offerings 
constituting the best display of the week, if 
not of the year. The leaf lacked length 
but some packages were fat and leathery 
wrappers of a high grade. Lugs and leaf 
sold at relatively full prices. Nondescript 
tobaccos have been firm. We quote new 
crop tobaccos as follows:

Hearing of Calves. 

Calves are the seed of the dairy. No 
one can have good stock, or improve 
what he may have, unless he gives his 
best care and attention to rearing his 
calves. A calf is made or spoiled in 
the rearing, and it matters less what the 
parentage is than what the rearing and 
traininig may be. There is no difficulty 
whatever in the rearing of calves in 
dairies, where the skimmed milk may 
be used as food for them. In butter 
dairies it is an absolute necessity to rear 
the calves, because good cows cannot 
j be purchased at any reasonable price or 
I for less than a large advance upon their 
actual cost. The skill and care expended 
in rearing calves to good cows must be 
paid for, as all skilled labor is, at a high 
price. But the dairyman can easily 
rear a young animal to a productive con- 
dition at two years of age, in the best 
manner, for no more that $25 or $30. 

Skimmed milk is a sufficient food for 
calves. During the first four or five 
days they may have the milk fresh from 
the dam, but after that skimmed milk 
may be substituted gradually, until in a 
week none but skimmed milk is used. 
It is necessary, however, that the milk 
be fed warm, and this is a specially in- 
dispensable point Cold milk must be 
warmed in the stomach, and the ab- 
straction of so much heat from this 
organ necessarily weakens digestive ac- 
tion as well as wastes the food. 

The milk should be warmed to 90° 
for the first two months. The food 
should be given no more copiously than 
can be digested. Three quarts at a 
meal is ample for the first feeding, and 
two meals a day are sufficient. Fat is 
not required to any large extent by a 
calf that is to be reared for the dairy, 
and whatever fat is needed to fill out 
healthful tissue will be easily furnished 
by one or two per cent of it left in the 
skimmed milk, or by the nitrogenous 
matter of the milk. Six quarts 
a day «is equal to thirteen pounds, 
which will furnish sufficient nourish- 
ment for a growth of one and a quarter 
pounds of live weight daily. It will not 
do to suppose that if ten pounds of milk 
produce one pound of live weight 
twenty pounds will produce twice as 
much. We cannot figure in that way 
in feeding animals of any kind. Oyer- 
feeding produces indigestion, loads up 
the system with injurious matter, retards 
growth or stops it altogether, or even 
reduces the weight previously gained. 
Indigestion naturally results in diar- 
rhea, a frequent and troublesome dis- 
ease in young calves, and often a fatal 
on«. But it is easily escaped by avoid- 
ing the cause of it, which is generally 
overfeeding. 

The feeding must be regular, and 
when this word is used it is meant in its 
most exact and fullest sense as regards 
quantity, quality, condition of food and 
time of feeding. Regularity, in fact, is 
the most indispensable element of suc- 
cess in the dairy, and it should be as 
complete and perfect in every wav as 
the motions of nature. It is one of the 
first of natural laws, and the greatest ad- 
vantage we can gain over nature in the 
domestication of our animals is in 
avoiding those irregularities which in a 
wild condition are caused by accidents 
of weather and season. Its practice in 
the daily insures health and thrift in 
the animals, especially in the young 
growing ones. 

Cleanliness is also indispensable, for 
the food must be clean and sweet to 
avoid disturbance of the digestion and 
nutrition. Fortunately, in the modern 
improved dairy appliances we have per- 
fect means of securing purity and sweet- 
ness in the skimmed milk, and this is as 
necessary for the rearing of voung calves 
as for the manufacture of ehoice butter. 

Warm, and comfortable lodgings, too, 
are closely allied to feeding; indeed, 
they are indirectly a part of the feeding, 
for if to maintain the animal best under 
exposure to cold, which wastes it, we 
are compelled to increase the food, we 
overtax the weak digestive powers of 
the young calf, and at once produca 
disorder and disease. Exposure to cold 
will, of itself, produce diarrhea, which 
is perhaps the only ailment in calves 
that we need to guard against. 

After a calf is one month old the feed 
may be gradually increased week by 
week up to four quarts at a meal, and 
; at two months old a little mixed ground 
oats and corn may be given in the hand 
until the calf will take an ounce or so 
daily from a feed-box. It will then be- 
gin to pick some line hay or clover (if 
it is a Winter calf) or eat grass in the 
Spring or Summer. For the latter it is 
, best to furnish a handful of cut grass or 
' elover, rather than to turn the calf into 
the field until it is four months old. In 
the gradual increase of food the 
first sign of excess is the appearance of 
diarrhea, which is easily stopped by the 
immediate reduction of the food and 
the substitution of a quart of milk 
fresh from the cow given twice a day. 
fn treating diarrhea astringent drugs 
only make matters worse. A warm, 
demulcent drink is the best medicine, 
and well boiled oat-meal gruel, with an 
equal part of sweetened gum water (gum 
arabic dissolved in water,) given in very 
small — half-pint— does will usually re- 
store the calf at once. The best medi- 
cine, when this is found necessary, is cas- 
tor oil in a dose of one ounce, repeated, if 
deeded, in doses reduced one-half each 
time, until only a teaspoonful is given 
"wice a day. This will cure the worst 
cases of diarrhea. If a stimulent is de> 
sired, a few drops of tincture of ginger 
and as much infusion of Peruvian bark 
in sweetened water — one-half pint — will 
le found useful. As a rule the necessi- 
ty for medicine indicates neglect or mis- 
take in the feeding or management, and 
a dairy may be carried on under a reg- 
ilar system of good management for 
my length of time and indefinitely, 
without the necessity for medicine or 
me occurrence of disorder or disease, 01 
even accident, in any single instance. 
Trouble is simply prevented by precau- 
tion, instead of removed after its avoid 
able admission. — The Dairy.

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North PaciBc Otters. 

The sea otter is an inhabitant of th* 
Korth Pacific Ocean, and is found no- 
where else in the world. Formerly 
they were abundant along the coast 
from Lower California northward, as 
Fell as among the Aleutian Islands, 
ind from Kamschatka to the Kurtle 
Islands. Their fur is of a most exquisite 
fineness and richness in both color and 
texture. The best skins are of a shining 
let black, and their elegance of surface 
and of body is not perhaps surpassed 
by that of any other fur known. The 
majority of the skins show a very rich 
dark brown, those of a poorer quality, 
especially those from young animals, 
becoming lighter. It is somewhat re- 
markable that this fur has never become 
fashionable in our cities. The richest 
»nd most expensive sacque ever seen 
-an not sustain any coraparision what- 
ever in elegance with what the same 
varment would have been if made from 
prime skins of the sea otter, and yet 
this charming fur is allowed to go al- 
most exclusively to the Chinese market. 

The skins of scarcely anv other fur- 
bearino' animal brings so hi^li a piico 
individually as do those of the sea otter. 
A cargo of them was brought into San 
Francisco, of which not one was worth 
less than 875, and they ranged from 
that to 8120. Those, however, were of 
uncommon excellence; they _ usually 
bring from $40 to $70, and it would' 
probably be fair to average them at $50. 
When the Prybilov Islands were first 
discovered two sailors alone, named 
Lukannon and Kalekov, killed in the 
first year 5,000 sea otters; the first party 
which reached Cook s Inlet obtained 
3,000 skins; the first visit of the Rus- 
sians to the Gulf of Gankulat, in 1^94, 
yielded 2,000. The skins were then 
worth as much as they are now, so that 
the season’s work of those two sailors 
first mentioned on the island of St. Paul 
(one of the Prybilovs) amounted to no 
less a sum certainly than $250,000. 

Such a wholesale slaughter could not 
continue, and the following year they 
£ot less than 1.000. A few "ears later 
the sea otters abandoned St. Paul’s 
island, and have not reappeared there 
since. All along the coast a similar his- 
tory is noticeable, and the sea otter bids 
fair to become so nearly exterminated 
that they will cease to afford a profit to 
the hunter. Singular as it may appear, 
the otters skin is too large for him. 
Take hold of any part of his body to lift 
him and the skin comes up loose in th» 
hand as it does on the neck of a dog. 
The consequence is that, although the 
entire length of the animal, from the 
nose to the root of the tail, is commonly 
but little over three feet, yet when the 
skin is removed and stretched in drying 
it often measures five feet, and in some 
cases nearly six. 

The hunting of the otter has greatly 
changed in the last twenty-five years. 
Boats were formerly used from which to 
shoot them, but it no longer pays. Now 
men shoot them from the beach, using 
no boats. This is done on the coast of 
Washington Territory, between Port 
Granville and Grav's Harbor, and 
scarcely anywhere else at present. From 
morning till night the hunter walks the 
beach, ready for a shot, but even when 
he sees his game the chance that he will 
secure it is not particularly flattering. 
The first difficulty is that of putting a 
bullet through it at perhaps three to six 
hundred yards or even more. It is not 
a Creedmore target, but a black spot in 
the midst of the dark, leaden-colored 
sea, and is not more than four inches 
across. Yet he often hits it, though 
generally after many failures. The 
very best marksmen average at least 
twenty-five shots for every otter killed. 
Then he must wait for it to drift in, and 
there is another chance against him — 
the Indians may have been watching 
him — and if nightfall arrives before the 
dead otter drifts in the man who owns 
it by right of conquest will scarcely hold 
his own, and the chanees are the In- 
dians will get it. 

The Aleuts of Alaska both club and 
spear the otter. They attack only at 
night. Several canoes, with three" to 
paddle and one to spear in each, ad- 
vance as quietly as may be to a spot 
■where otters have been seen during the 
day. The first who discovers an otter 
darts his spear, and generally with suc- 
cessful aim. The animal dives, and all 
the boats at once form a circle sufficient- 
ly large to be sure that they have sur- 
rounded him and that be must rise 
within, and then they wait patiently. 
The otter remains under water from fif- 
teen to thirty minutes rf be is not 
wounded; if he is dragging the spear- 
pole behind him he must conae up much 
sooner. Even in the darkness the keen 
eye of same Indian detects his head the 
instant it is above water. If within 
reach, ansther spear is thrown; if out 
•of reach, a great shouting and splash- 
ing of paddles is kept up to compel the 
timid animal! to dive again without de- 
lay. This k eontinueef time after time 
until worn out and exhausted, he rises 
where some one can give himafatal blow. 

The “clubbing” is equally character- 
istic of these -strange people, and may 
only be done by those who have as little 
dear of the rough sea as the sea otters 
themselves. It is done only in the win- 
ter, and at tbe end of one of the terrihle 
gales which sweep that coast. Two men 
mre, baidaika paddle out on tibe very 
tall of tbe gale to *the low, rocky islets, 
whieh are only just high enough to be 
out-of water. The sea otters are laying 
these with their heads thrust into the 
kelp to escape the fury of the 
wind. The noise of the wind and <rf tbe 
eea enables tbe hunters to approach on- 
herj-d. Each is armed with a short, 
heavy club, and blow comes down after 
blow as fast as their strong arms can 
swing them. Each blow leaves an otter 
dead, and in the crash of the gale, before 
the otters could take the alarm and es- 
cape, two Aleuts were known to kill 
seventy-eight in a single onslaught. — 
San Francisco Examiner

The Glacier of Mount Tacoma* 

I absolutely never believed there was 
anything in America comparable in 
grandeur to the scenery I have seen on 
my necessarily brief visit to Mount 
Tacoma. The access, thanks to the 
well-cut trails made by the engineer of 
the Northern Pacific Railroad, is easy, 
and, at I learn from Mr. Oakes, will be 
made as easy as a carriage road, or 
nearly, within a month from now. To 
express half of my admiration for the 
transcendent grandeur of every part of 
the scenery, and especially of the glacier, 
would be impossible. A more perfect- 
glacier, in all the features found in such 
phenomena, it would be impossible to 
find. Certainly no Alpjne glacier ex- 
cels it in perfection, and yet, as I was 
given to understand, it is the least, in 
point of size, of all that have been dis- 
covered on this mountain. I cannot 
help saying that I ara thoroughly con- 
vinced that no resort in the United States 
will be so much sought after as this, 
when once people come to know that 
what men cross the Atlantic to see can 
be seen in equal splendor, if not sur- 
passed, at home. 

I hear doubts expressed as to whethei 
Mt. I acoma can* be ascended; but a 
steady head, sure foot, a reliable alpen- 
stock, and a little determination could 
probably accomplish what is of course 
a very daring feat. New Tacoma has 
a fortune in the fact that it is the best 
point from which to start to this, the 
grandest of all American mountains; 
and I learn from Mr. Oakes that guides 
and all conveniences will be afforded to 
tourists desirous of visiting this magnifi- 
cent scene. If Switzerland is rightly 
called the playground of Europe, I am 
satisfied that around the base of Mt. 
lacoma will become a prominent place 
of resort, not for Americans only, but 
for the world besides. 

I need not deal with the particulars 
of our journey, as you can get them 
minutely logged by my young friend. 
Lieutenant Arthur. Let me only add 
this much in this regard, that nothing 
could be, to me at least, more enjoyable 
than the gradual approach to the inner 
circle of the court where the monarch 
of our northern mountains reigns 
supreme. The emotions stirred in one’s 
breast — at least they were in mine — 
completely defy all the powers of lan- 
guage to express. When we reached 
the foot of the glaciers, foot-sore and 
weary as we were, I could not help 
pausing in breathless silence as we re- 
viewed this majestic mass of ice, imbed- 
ded in the bosom of this gigantic mon- 
arch among Alps. If it was not the 
grandest of the group, as we were in- 
formed by Mr. Willis, who was one of 
our party, it was enough magnificence 
for us. The stupendous sides of the 
canyon in which the glacier lay formed 
a setting perfect in its harmony of con- 
trast, if the term be admissible, to the 
pagodas and pinnacle of the seluded 
mass of ice. 

I have been through the Swiss moun- 
tains, and I am compelled to own that, 
fncrediable as the assertion may appear, 
there is absolutely no comparison be- 
tween the finest effects that are exhib- 
ited there and what is seen in approach- 
ing this grand, isolated mountain. I 
would be willing to go five hundred 
miles again to see that scene. This 
continent is yet in ignorance of the ex- 
istence of what will be one of the 
grandest show places as well as a sani- 
tarium. — Senator Edmunds, in Portland 
Oregonian.

Russian National Soups* 

Russia has, in reality, four national 
sou is, the first of which, in accordance 
witi. immemorial Russian tradition, 
was served at the imperial table at the 
coronation banquet in the Kremlin, 
This traditional soup is called “borsch,” 
and is mainly composed of soup and 
vege rabies. The Poles have also a 
“borach” or “barsch,” in which con- 
spicu ius ingredients are fillets of duck 
and dried sausages. The second na- 
tional soup of Russia is “okroschka,” 
made of iced “kvas” — which is a 
beverage of slightly fermented rye — 
with herrings, cucumber and meat cut 
in pieces and floating in it. Then comes 
the esjentiallv national “batvinia,” 
which it’ roughly described as “a cold 
soup of a green color, but which, scien- 
tifically prepared, should be made of a 
“puree” of spinach and sorrel mixed 
together aod diluted with a quart of 
“kislichi,” a kind of beer somewhat re- 
sembling sourish cider, and foaming 
like champagne. With this agreeable 
component are mixed slices of salmon, 

| braised sturgern and other kinds of fish, 

I and salted “ogurzis,” or small cucum- 
bers, eut into dice. Grated horseradish 
and lumps of ice complete the prepara- 
tion. The learned Dr. Hunter, in his 
“Culina,” a cookery book written from 
a medical point of view, was accus- 
tomed, at the conclusion of some es- 
pecially rich and savory recipe, to warn 
his readers that gout and dyspepsia 
lurked in every line of the formula. 
Had a rceipe for “batvinia” been pre- 
sented to this judicious physician, he 
might possibly have made no secret of 
his opinion that the “cold soup of a 
green color” was neither more nor less 
than Asiatic cholera in disguise. Its 
only palliative, in a stomachic sense, 
would seem to be the grated horse- 
radish. Dr. Hunter might, perhaps, 
have looked with more favorable eyes 
upon the last, and certainly the most 
popular, of the Russian national soups, 
the universal -“stchi,” a soup made from 
a meat stock, with plenty of cabbage 
and lumps of beef “bouiili” in it. So 
far, the author of “Culina” might have 
held “stchi” to be unobjectionable; hut 
what would he bave said to the sour 
entrain which it k customary to add to 
the concoction otf beef and cabbage-? 
Yet, from the palace of the Czar to the 
log-oabin of the “mujik,” <4 stchi” is 
greedily devoured. Sour cream or 
“smitani,” it may be observed, is also a 
favorite supplement to “capriva,” a 
soup composed of ipinacb and young 
stinging nettles, sorrel, smoked 
sausages, served with eggs cut in 
halves, sliced and fried. — London Tele- 
graph.

TORNADOES. 

Scientifically Accounted for, and Some 
Remote Causes that Produce Pain- 
ful Results Explained.
